Ottawa, Canada, Dec. 17.—An inter- 
esting official account of how horses 
fare in win1 is contained in a report 
received here from the chief remount 


I officer with the Canadian 
troops in 
France. There are approximately 15,- 
Oou horses with the 
Canadian Army 
Corps in 
France, and 
the 
report 
points out that even in modern war- 
tare each infantry division of 21,000 
men requires 6,200 horses. 
Continuing, me report reads: 
"The horses of a division are taken 
care, of by twelve veterinary officers 
and'one mobile section of twenty- 
seven men, which 
attends 
to 
the 
horacii in the tiring line. 
"There ia one Canadian Held hospi- 
tal in Prance composed ol! three hun- 
dred and 
eighty-seven men and six 
ofiicers. 
It has a capacity of one 
thousand cases, mid tne work which 
is done there 
is really 
remarkable. 
Horses, which in previous wars and 
in civilian life, would be destroyed at 
once, are treated so successfully that 
in due course they become lit for 
military duty in the firing line. It is 
interesting to note that of aix hun- 
dred and seven 
horses sent 
in on 
one occasion, only twelve died. Five 
hundred and 
ninety-five eventually 
Hi for reissue, or to be sold as casts 
for easy duty. 
"The men work under 
the most 
trying conditions, often exposed to 
the lire of rifle 
and big gun. They 
are up around the lines all the time 
gathering in wounded horses; their 
horsemanship Is remarkable. Wound- 
ed horses are immediately given first 
aid. 
Any horse that can walk is rush- 
ed back to the mobile section, or Held 
hospital, his wounds are 
carefully 
treated anO every care given him. 
"Uurins the second battle of Ypres, 
when the Canadians were pressed to 
their utmost, at no time was the sup- 
ply of horses diminished at the firing 
line. 
As casualties occurred among 
battery and transport 
horses, 
rein- 
forcements were rushed through the 
storm of bursting shells to take their 
places. Although our guns were with- 
in three hundred yards of the enemy, 
there never was a wagon or a gun 


j lost, in what is known as one of the 
fiercest engagements 
that has taken 
place in this war. 
"Horse's wounds heal more rapidly 
than a man's. Cases of horses with 
ten bullets in them have been known 
to report complete recovery within a 
very few weeks. In fact, some wound- 
led horses have been buck in the firing 
'line within, a week. It' a horse cannot 
walk, however, however, he is usually 
considered a hopeless case, and must 
be 
destroyed. 
These horses 
and 
those which are killed outright, are 
thrown to one side, during an en- 
gagement, and buried after. 
"In the hospitals, cases are divided 
into contagious diseases and wound- 
ed. The hospitals are absolutely mod- 
ern in every respect. Great care is 
taken to avoid putting the horses to 
.undue 
pain. 
Animals 
are 
seldom 
operated on without chloroform. 
To 
date only 10 percent of the Canadian 
horses at the front have succumbed 
and very few of these died from dis- 
ease. Most of them are killed in bat- 
tle."Doctoring a horse is no simple 
matter. There are over four hundred 
diseases to which a horse is subject. 
As he cannot tell you how he is feel- 
ins, it is very difficult to diagnose his 


, case. 
The 
Canadian 
veterinarians, 
uhow great skill in this respect. They 
use active principal drugs and they 
have also developed to a high degree 
the use of serums. 
"It is interesting to note the war 
horses' diet: 
They are fed three 
times a day and get an allowance of 
eighteen 
pounds of hay, twelve 
pounds of oar.t, eight pounds of straw, 
or in lieu oE this, four pounds extra 
hay and two pounds oats, or any oth- 
er fodder procurable 
at equal 
food 
value; malt, sugar beet, vegetables, 
etc. The Canadian horses are roll- 
ing in fat since they have been 
in. 
France."

The facts

last two days all go to show that Mar- 
tin is, or at least was, in Chicago.

Webster school grounds. It is thought 
he stayed in hiding in Beloit Friday 
night and possibly Saturday. 
Janes- 
ville police have not learned as an 
assured fact whether Martin spent 
Friday night at the Branlgan hotel 
or not. All evidence points that it 
was he who obtained a room at this 
hotel and left early Saturday morn- 
ing. 


The police now have a report from 
the crew of a Northwestern freight 
train, which tends 
to convince them 
that Martin escaped from Beloit safe- 
ly and "beat" his way to Chicago. 
The engine crew of the freight train 
from here that passed through Beloit 
Sunday, two days after the murder, 
report that an Italian got off the ten- 
der o'l the train at Clyboii-rne Junc- 
tion, a suburb of Chicago.

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EXPLAINS VALUE OF 


MUCH NEEDED MAN 


FOR COUNTY WORK 


Local High School Agriculture Teacher 


Shows Need of Such a Helper 


for the Farmers. 
(Allen B. West) 


The writer had an opportunity some 


months since to interview the agricul- 
tural representative of Walworth coun- 
ty as to the work he was doing in our 
neighboring county. 
"Along what line," I asked, "are you 
receiving the largest number of calls 
for help?" His answer was prompt. 
"Just now I have the greatest number 
of calls with reference to alfalfa. They 
come from farmers who have tried 
raising it and have failed, and from 
those who are planning to raise it and 
are not quite sure how to proceed." 
He then added: "I've had a number 
of calls I could not answer because 
they are not 'in my territory. 
They 
•were in Rock county, just across the 
line." 
"Can Hock county farmers afford to 
pay taxes sufficient to hire a man to 
aid them in raising alfalfa? Taxes are 
already 
high, 
and it does not seem 
wise to put any larger tax on the land 
unless it shall resutl in a greater in- 
come. Let us figure a little. The sum 
of $4,400 has been named 
as 
being 
ample to put a county agent in the 
field. Of this the United States under 
tho provisions of the Smith-Lever bill 
will pay $1.200 if the county raises that 
amount. The state will pay $1,000 and 
the business men oE Beloit and Janes- 
vllle $1,000. Of the tax of $1,200 then 
to be raised by the county the cities 
and villages pay 
about, 
half. 
This 
leaves ?GOO only for the farmer to pay. 
How many acres of alfalfa will it. take 
to pay this bill? Suppose we estimate 
S24 per acre as the net profit from an 
acre of alfalfa. This is much smaller 
than the estimate given by successful 
dairymen of the county who are feed- 
ing alfalfa to their stock, but It. is 
best, to be moderate in estimating this. 
Seventy-five acres of alfalfa, at $24 per 
acre would pay all that the agricul- 
tural agent would cost. Rock county in 
taxes, and only one-half of that is paid 
by the fanners. 
Biu why pay it if 
the farmers can raise it. just as well 
without the advice af n specialist? Kx- 
perience has shown that while Rock 
county will grow as good crops of 
alfalfa as almost any other county in 
thp stale, the average farmer has not 
vet learned how to do it. The writer 
has tested the soil on a number of 
farms where attempts at growing al- 
falfa were made which ended in fail- 
ure, on acount of acid soil. In some 
cases the farmer explaining his failure 
in some other way, was about to repeat 
the blunder by sowing again. 
Other farmers after trying one or 
two years have given up, saying that 
alfalfa would not. grow on their farms. 
Host of the prairie soil that has been 
cropped for a series of years Is acid, 
but the farmers finding it producing 
good crops of corn and other grains 
are most of them confident that it is 
not acid. They sow alfalfa and fail. 
Had a county agrnt been available he 
would in a very few minutes hnve 
been able to show the fanner that his 
soil was acid, and so save that man 
a season's crop as well as seed at $13 
or $14 per bushel. Or, tho soil may 
be all right, but after the alfalfa is 
six Inches high it begins to blight. The 
farmer, inexperienced in raising this 
crop, does not. know what, to do, and 
loses the stand. Had a county repre- 
sentative been at. hand he would have 
advised the farmer to cut the alfalfa 
at once and so save the piece, for tho 
next limn it would come on all right, 
when if left standing t.ho whole plant 
becomes infected and dies. Or, it. may 
be that tho farmer (loos not under- 
s'antl the proper pi'opnvaiion of. the 
ground for this crop, or the kind of 
ground best aclaplnO to its growth. It 
is the business of tho county apcv.t to 
know those things and to come'at li.o 
farmers' call when wanted. There are 
in Rock county over 4.000 farms. There 
should then be at a moderate estimate 
at least 40,000 acres of alfalfa in the 
county, or an average of ten acres to 
a farm. 
Should this 
condition 
be 
brought about the wealth of the farms 
would be very greatly Increased. The 
growth is on the increase and many 
farmers who have not raised it pre- 
viously are planning to put it in this 
coming year. 
A good county agent 
would save much valuable time and 
material in this one line alone. 
Lnnplnde county representative, V. 
G. Swobodr., has been helping the farm- 
ers of that rounty 
nlong 
this line. 
Wood ashes are Plentiful in this countv 
and may be had for the hauling and 
are being used instead of lime to cor- 
rect soil acidity. On one farm three 
cuttings averaging 3% tons to the 
acre were cut. 
Other counties show increased acre- 
ape in this valuable crop HP a result of 
the work of the county representative.
